Noble Words from Senator Wade 
Hampton.

W a sh in g t o n, Septem ber 22d.—From 8 o’clock the 
crowd has continually increased, and has been pass­ 
ing the bier a t the rate of OJ each minute. 
A t 11 
o’clock there was a dense mass of people in front 
of the m ain steps on the east front, extending two 
squares up East Capital street. People are flocking 
to the city by c\ery incoming train upon the several 
railroads to testify their profound sorrow at the 
nation’s bereavement. 
Four very elaborate and exquisitely beautiful 
flower pieces received from the W hite House have 
been placed at the "head of the bier. 
O ther floral 
tributes have also been received and placed above 
the catafalq. 
The body will lie in State until Friday noon, when 
seats will be placed in the rotunda for those who 
will be adm itted to attend the Tunera! services, 
which will tako place at 3 o’clock th at afternoon 
Rev. Frederick Power, pastor of the deceased Presi­ 
dent, will officiate. 
The space will accommodate 
about 1,500 people, and only th at num ber of tickets 
will be issued. 


H id d e n fr o m V ie w —F u n e r a l P r o g r a m m e . 
Vi asiiixgton, Septem ber 22J.—During the after­ 
noon there were signs th a t the body of President 
Garfield had commenced to decompose, and it being 
understood th a t in such au event it was the wish 
of Mrs. Garfield th a t the fc:>tures of her husband 
should be free from the public p-z?, the lid ot the 
coffin was closed by order of Secretary Blaine at 
about 6:30 
tbis evening. 
Notw ithstanding the 
coffin was closed, the crowds which passed through 
the rotunda of the Capitol remained undiminished. 
A line of people, four abreast, extended for many 
hundred yards, whila the space in front of the 
building was thronged with a surging mass of bu. 
m anity anxiou3 to gain adm ittance. 
It is estim a­ 
ted that since 7 o’clock this morning a t least 80,000 
pcreori9 have visited the Capitol, and at a late hour 
to-night t: -.re was no m arked dim inution of the 
num ber still w aiting to view th e coffii containing 
th e remains of the dead President. 
The funeral services will take place to-morrow at 
r.t 3 p. m. in the rotunda, where th e body will re­ 
main u:;ti! taken to the train, Rev. Mr. Powers, of 
th t Christian Church, officiating.

For the fourth tim e in the history of this Repub­ 
lic its Chief M agistrate ha3 been removed by de; to. 
All hearts are ft’led with grief and horror at the 
hideous crime which has darkened our land, and 
the memory of the m urdered President, his pro­ 
tracted sufferings, his unyielding fortitude, his ex­ 
ample and his achievements, his life and the pathos 
of his death will forever illumine the pages of our 
history. 
For the fourth time the officer elected b\ 
th t people and ordained by the Constitution to fill 
;he vac m cy so created is called to assume the Ex­ 
ecutive chair. 
The wisdom of our fathers, foreseeing even the 
m ost dire possibilities, made sure th at the Govern­ 
m ent should never be imperiled because of the un­ 
certainty cf hum an life. 
Men may die, b u t the 
fabrics of our free institutions remain unbroken. 
No higher or more assur.ng proof could exist of the 
strength and p erm an en t of popular government 
than the fact th at, though the one chosen of the 
people be etruck down, his constitutional successor 
is peactfully installed w ithout shock or strain, ex­ 
cept the sorrow which mourns th e bereavement. 
All the noble aspirations of my lam ented prede­ 
cessor which found expression in his life, and the 
measures devised and suggested during his brief ad­ 
m inistration to correct abuses and enforce economy, 
to advance prosperity and to promote th e general 
welfare, to insure domestic security, and to main­ 
tain the friendly and honorable relations with the 
nations ofjthe earth, will be garnered in the hearts of 
the people ; and it will be my earnest endeavor to 
profit and to see th at the nat on shall profit by his 
exam ple and his experieuco. 
Prosperity blesses our country. 
O ur fiscal policy, 
as fixed by law, js well-grounded and generally ap­ 
proved. No threatening issue m ars our foreign in­ 
tercourse, and the wisdom, integrity and thrift of 
our people may be trusted to continue undisturbed 
the present assured career of peaca,tranquillity and 
welfare. 
The gloom and anxiety which have surrounded 
the country m ust make rej>ose especially welcome 
now. No demand for speedy legislation has been 
heard. 
No adequate occasion is apparent for an 
unusual session of Congress. The Constitution de­ 
fines the powers and functions cf the Executive as 
clearly as those of cither of the other Departm ents 
of the Government, and he m ust ansA'er f r the 
ju st exercise of the discretion which it permits. 
Summoned to those high duties and responsibili­ 
ties, and profoundly conscious of their m agnitude 
and gravity, I assume the tru st imposed by the 
Constitution, relying for aid on Divine guidance and 
on the virtue and intelligence of the American 
people.

THE ACTION OF THE SUPERVISORS. 
The action of the majority of the Board 
of Supervisors, in making a contract with 
Mr. Cadwalader for 312,000, to bring suits 
for the connty against the hydraulic mines, 
has theso peculiarities about it. In the 
lirst place there is plainly no necessity for 
a multiplicity of suits, it having been 
demonstrated that one suit will produce all 
the beneficial results possible to be ob­ 
tained. In the second place the satne work 
can notoriously be performed for half, or 
even one-third of the money so magnifi­ 
cently sought to be bestowed upon Mr. 
Cadwalader by the majority of the Board. 
In the third place there is no money in 
the county treasury from which the de­ 
mand just created can l>3 paid. In the 
fourth place the Supervisors have no legal 
right to create an indebtedness of this kind 
under the crrcumstinccs. In the fifth place 
every step of this job has been taken in 
stubborn aud indecent defiance of public 
opinion, by the majority of the Board. The 
four Supervisors who have perpetrated the 
job are thoroughly aware that they 
are acting in the teeth of the will of the 
community. 
They know further that 
they possess literally no defense or justifi­ 
cation for what they have done. They are 
not ignorant of the fact that their integ­ 
rity has been called in question by a great 
many people because of the obvions ab­ 
sence of any plausible excuse for their pro­ 
ceedings. And yet they have gone on pre­ 
cisely 83 though they thought themselves 
carrying out the well-known desires of the 
people, and as though they had d o reason 
whatever to apprehend adverse criticism. 
When public officials thus persist in doing 
that which is universally perceived to be 
unnecessary, extravagant, unpopular and 
illegitimate, it would seem to be time that 
an accounting should be called for on 
their part. Either they owe some duties 
to this community, or they do not. [If they 
do, it devolves upon them to show why 
they have defied public opiuion in this 
matter. If they do not, the public ought 
to understand the situation, to the end 
that they may protect their pockets against 
irresponsible and reckless taxation. 
—

THE MICHIGAN FIRES. 
Fuller accounts of the late disastrous 
fires in Michigan show that they were not, 
as seemB generally to have been supposed, 
ordinary forest fires. Ten years ago this 
(the Saginaw) district was burned over the 
greater part, and the remaining timber was 
felled and left lying on the ground. Then a 
thrifty population settled all over the dis­ 
trict, and created farms and homes there. 
Meantime the fetled timber was becoming 
dryer every year, and when it caught fire 
at last the flames sparng through it as 
through gunpowder. In these fires the same 
phenomenon was obsorved that appeared 
in the great Chicago fire. That is to say, 
that a condition of the atmosphere was set 
up in which fire was communicated directly 
from the air, without contact with burning 
substances. The heat and smoke of the 
Michigan fires were fearful. 
A space 
seventy mile3 long by thirty broad was 
burned over, and while 10,000 people have 
been male homeless it is really wonderful 
that no more than 200 out of that number 
lost their lives. Many who escaped with 
their lives, however, have lost their eye­ 
sight, or their senses, or will be hopelessly 
crippled. 


UGLY INDICATIONS. 
Already some of the lawyers are talking 
about the cas5 of Guiteau in such a way as 
to indicate the belief that he may escape 
justice after all, through some absurd 
technicality about tho place in which his 
victim died. It will be just as well for the 
press to declare the undoubted determina­ 
tion of the people in this connection at 
once. The death of the assassin is de­ 
manded imperatively. Nothing whatever 
must be allowed to interfere with the 
execution of justice upon him. The gen­ 
eral deslíe is that the laws should be main­ 
tained, but if they are to be used for the 
defeat of justice in this case the public 
will not be bound by them. The death of 
Guitean is determined on. It will be be3t 
for all considerations that he should be 
hanged in accordance with the sentence of 
a Court. 
But if there is any serious 
attempt to save his neck from the gallows 
by using pettifogging quibbles, the re­ 
spect for law which is so deeply rooted a 
sentiment in the American character will 
cot prevent the nation from favoring the 
lynching of the murderer. 


If the thronging proffers of condolence 
and sympathy which are being tendered 
from the whole civilized world on this oc­ 
casion are calculated to gratify national 
pride, they are not less evidences of the 
extent of the loss America has sustained in 
the death of President Garfield. It is cer­ 
tainly true that the protracted sufferings 
of the victim of assassination, and the 
fluctuations in his condition which so riv­ 
eted public attention npon his case, have 
tended to intensify the general feeling of 
sorrow at the melancholy end of such a 
terrible trial. But it must be realized 
that what above all else fascinated the 
better nature of the world, as it watched 
that sick-bed, vras the noble patience and 
pathetic endurance of the sufferer. Per­ 
haps it lias been given to all of us to know 
more of James Garfield’s true character 
during this period of painful suspense and 
fear than we should ever have learned in 
any other way ; and the revelation has 
been of a kind to confirm the assurance 
that he was one of those rare characters 
which are distinguished as great men. And 
it is the realization of his worth and excel­ 
lence—the feeling that mankind have suf­ 
fered a distinct bereavement in his death— 
which has added so much warmth and em­ 
phasis to the expressions of regret and 
sympathy so generously poured upon us 
from the Old World. 
It Í3 customary, when Euch misfortunes 
befall a country, to seek consolation in the 
conventional assertion that no individual is 
necessary to a nation. This has already 
been said of President Garfield. There is 
a certain amount of truth in it. It is true, 
for example, that the death of no man, 
however great or useful, can. stop the 
wheels of a government constituted as ours 
is. Nor can it check the operations of com­ 
merce, or the ordinary transactions of 
everyday life. We eat and drink, and buy 
and sell, and marry and bury, no matter 
what happens. If half the existing popu­ 
lation of the globe were to be destroyed to­ 
day by some tremendous cataclysm, the 
other half would need aud seek their 
breakfasts to-morrow notwithstanding. 
Viewed in this light it is therefore true that 
the death of President Garfield cannot ma­ 
terially affect the country. Bat when this 
is said very little is said. For if tbia dead 
ruler was what all the world declares him 
to have been ; if he was a man of excep­ 
tional nobility, force, and power; if he 
was a statesman and a patriot, a man of 
genius aud a born leader of his people ; 
then assuredly the country has suffered in 
his death not alone a positive and profound 
loss, but a loss which cannot in the natnre 
of the case be compensated. 
The grief of the world when such a man 
Í3 taken away in the fullness of his power 
and naefulness denotes a consciousness of 
the reality and extent of the disaster which 
utterly belies the cheap and delusive con­ 
solation sought in such half-truths as we 
have been examining, The solemn and 
sad fact is that for such a loss there exists 
no redress. The death of a man like Pres­ 
ident Garfield is not in any true sense a 
matter of small moment or passing signifi- 
cancs. It is not possible to supply his 
place. It is not possible for any other man 
to take up the policy which ho has laid 
down, and carry it out as he would have 
done. 
Wc shall get on somehow, no 
doubt, because we must get on. We shall 
make use of such substitutes as wc can 
utilize, because we cannot pause. 
Bat 
we shall feel the loss of Garfield not only 
to day, but for years to come, and a gener­ 
ation hence those who remain will loe able 
to look back ami estimate with some ap­ 
proach to precision the extent of the in­ 
jury dona to the nation by bis violent tak­ 
ing off. 
Rage against the thought as we may, the 
wretched Guiteau lias by his puny finger 
changed the course of American history, 
and entailed upon this great Republic evils 
whose full scope we cannot now realize. 
We nmy attempt to deceieve ourselves by 
imagining that in some vague way that 
which we desire will come to pas3. But 
we have before us a sad illustration of the 
futility of mere desires. Surely there never 
was a case in which a more general and 
sustained solicitation ascended to Heaven 
than in this of President Garfield. Yet 
there he lies under the rotunda of the Cap­ 
itol ; a silent witness to the passionless in­ 
exorability of Nature. The instinct which 
taught us that if he lived he would protect 
us from many evil things, and procure for 
us many good things, was after all a true 
one. Whatever he would have done has 
gone with his life. It stands no longer be­ 
tween those who believed in him and the 
objects of their apprehension. The great 
and beneficent influence which he wielded, 
and which was increasing steadily to the 
last, has vanished. That potent factor in 
enr politics, in our national morals and our 
national life, has been eliminated. And 
this is in effect a destruction of moral capi­ 
tal which can only be characterized as an 
absolute and irreparable loss. 
Lot no man, therefore, pretend that we 
shall soon recover from this affliction, or 
that we shall soon cease to feel the ill 
effects of the bereavement. The United 
States have lost one of their most power­ 
ful beneficent influences. They are de­ 
prived of a leader of reform at a most 
critical juncture. 
The army whose com­ 
mander is stricken down on the eve of battle 
may still meet the enemy, but it will feel 
the absence of the skilled brain, the 
experienced judgment, the electric in­ 
sight, the inspiring enthusiasm of its lost 
leader, and its efforts will be the more ar­ 
duous and its achievements the1 more pain­ 
ful and slow, because of this loss. Presi­ 
dent Garfield is dead, and we have no 
other Garfield. 
THE MEDICAL > SPE-tTq CF THE CAST. 
The relations of medical science to dis­ 
ease were tersely illustrated by a cynical 
writer as follows: “ Natnre and Disease 
“ are struggling for the mastery, when 
“ along comes a Blind Man with a Club. 
“ The Blind Man is the Doctor.” He may 
hit Nature with his club, in which case 
the patient dies. Or he may hit the dis­ 
ease, in which case the patient recovers. 
But notwithstanding all the supposed ad­ 
vances of medical science during the last 
centnry or so, it remains true that in a ma­ 
jority of cases the allegory of the blind 
man with the club still applies. And of 
this we now have a very remarkable in­ 
stance in the case of President Garfield. 
This case is unquestionably destined to ex­ 
cite the deepest interest among physicians 
and surgeons all over the world. It is a 
case in which the very fullest opportunity 
for criticism has already been afforded by 
the minuteness and thoroughness of the 
reports and obervations. It was in the 
hands of men acknewleged to be at the 
head of their profession in the United 
States. 
There are, for example, no more 
authoritative names in this country than 
t hose of Drs. Agnew and Hamilton. And yet 
these distinguished men did not know 
until the autopsy was held, where the bul­ 
let that is supposed to have killed their 
patient, went to. 
And more than this, it 
now appears that they actually made a false ¡ 


channel almost through his body, under 
the erroneous impression that they were 
following the course of the ball. 
The re­ 
salta of the autopsy in fact are nothing 
less than amazing, and the report on it 
appears to be chargeable with some evasions 
if not concealments. 
Thus it is implied 
that the false channel which was regarded 
throughout 
as 
the track 
cf 
the 
ballet, 
was 
“ burrowed” 
by 
the 
pus which came from the true wound. 
But since the surgeons state that-the ball 
was completely encysted, this explanation 
fails to explain. The fact that the false 
channel was found forty-eight hours after 
the shooting further shows the fallacy of 
the “ burrowing” hypothesis. The pre­ 
sumption is that this false channel was 
made by the catheter, and that it was con­ 
stantly enlarged by probing. It is cf 
course also open to doubt whether several 
of the complications discovered in the 
internal organs were not the results of this 
mistaken probing. The ball did not go 
near the liver or the kidneys, but it is by 
no means so certain that the probe avoided 
these organs. The ball struck the first 
lumbar vertebra, fracturing the body of 
the vertebra, and then imbedding itself just- 
below the pancreas, and two inches and a 
half from the Epine. Indications of injury 
to the spine were very plain during the 
first days of the case, but they do not seom 
to have been heeded. Again, what be­ 
came of the alleged successful attempt 
to discover the situation of the ball in-the 
President’s body by electricity ? That 
experiment proves cow to have been 
altogether misleading. The scientific ap­ 
paratus, in fact, was as complete a failure 
as the old-fashioned divining-rcd. But the 
truth is that the President’s physicians 
have not spoken out at all freely yet. It 
will be necessary for them to explain 
many points. Above all it will be ineum 
bent on them to show that the wound was 
necessarily fatal from the first, and we 
fear they will find this lees easy than is 
generally imagined. For while it may be 
true that death ultimately occurred from 
a rupture of the superior mesentric artery, 
it is by no means so clear that this 
rupture would have occurred if the strength 
of the patic-nt had not become sapped 
by 
pyiemia ; 
and 
by 
pyaemia 
superinduced—who can say whether by 
the original wound or by the blind 
probings of the doctors in wholly wrong 
directions ? It appears to us very difficult 
to account for many of the internal com­ 
plications on the theory that they re­ 
salted from the original wound ; but it is 
comparatively easy to perceive how they 
may have been caused by the lesion of 
organs in probing for the track of tho ball. 
The results of the autopsy have not as yet 
been at all fully detailed, but so much as 
has been made known ia surprising in 
the last degree, and we are very sure that 
a controversy will grow out of the case 
which is capable of having very important 
bearings upon the trial of the assassin.

LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD- 
UNION. 


T35 UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA AND 
TEE DEATH OF TEE PRESIDENT. 
B erk eley , September 21, 1881. 
At a special meeting of the Faculty of 
the University of California, held on the 
occasion of the death of President Gai field, 
it was decided to suspend all exercises at 
the University on September 20th, and on 
the day of the funeral, and a committee be 
appointed to draft suitable resolutions. 
At a regular meeting held the following 
day, the committee reported and the 
Faculty adopted the following preamble 
and resolutions : 
Whereas, The people of the United Sta’es have 
been (flanged into profound grief by (lie assassination 
of their President, .Tames Ahram Garfieid, a man 
whose life was faithful in important public services 
and rich in promi-.e of etill higher benefits to the 
world; who has impressed himself upon his coun­ 
trymen ai one characterized by distinguished states­ 
manship, by unsullied integrity, by unselfish patriot­ 
ism, and by a noble Christian manhood : therefore, 
the members of the Faculty of the University of 
Ca'iforuia, as patriotic citizens of tho Union, giving 
expressi n to ihtir participation in the general 
sorrow, do hereby cause to be entered upon their 
rec írds this preamble and the following resolution : 
ib.-colivif, 'Jhat in the tragic death of our Chief 
Magistrate we recognize a great national calamity; 
that while we appreciate and share the public sor 
row, we do not forget to extend onr sympathy to 
the family, on whom rest a greater than the 
national affliction ; that we accept the humiliating 
lesson of this sad event as an indirect result of the 
unseemly strife for petty offices ; that, although the 
assassination of the political leader of a great State 
is without its equal in the catalogue of crimes, vet, 
as a pe -pie, wc have grounds for consolation in ibat 
political organization which places the existence and 
stabi ity oi our Government beyond the reach of 
the assassin ; and, moreover, that in the midst of 
our overwhelming affliction we entertain the hope 
that out of this great public grief there may proceed 
a regenerating and unifying force by which all good 
ruen and patriots may be moved to co-operate to tho 
attainment of the supremo weli-bciug of the nation.

MINING MENTION. 
The JSilver Stale says: A remarkably 
fine body oí free milling ore has been ex­ 
posed in the Contention claim, Safford dis­ 
trict, which experts say Í3 proving to be 
the best mine yet discovered, not except­ 
ing the Onondega. 
The Derbec, a drift gravel mine of 
Bloomfield township, Nevada connty, haB 
the new shaft down about 225 feet, and the 
miners are in a tine bed of gravel. The 
•shaft will have to go down 25 feet more, it 
is thought, before bed-rock is reached. It 
is rumored that the Derbec will run a drain 
tunnel into their mine. 
Richard Moore and Mark Mitchell are 
engaged in sinking a shaft near the old 
Spring Hill mine, between the old Kureka 
mine and the Nevada road, Nevada county. 
The ground, 1,500 feet, has been located 
by Moore and Mitchell, and the ledge, 
which is from five to seven inches in thick­ 
ness, has been struck at thirty feet depth. 
The rock shows well in sulphurets and 
iron, and prospects well in gold by the 
haud-mortar process. 
Work is steadily progressing on several 
of the leading mines at Lone Mountain, 
Nev., and by the time snow flies at least 
1,000 tons of ore of sufficiently high grade 
to pay for extraction and reduction will be 
on the several dumps in that district. As 
men of money are already interest d in 
these mines, we hope by the time spring 
opens the necessary machinery will be 
forthcoming and suitable works con­ 
structed, and that next year will add Lone 
Mountain to the list of bullioa-prcducing 
districts in eastern Nevada.—[Elko Inde­ 
pendent. 
The Yreka Creek Mining Company will 
eoon commence building a bulkhead in the 
creek at Hawkinsville, so as to be prepared 
for winter work. Piles will be driven 
along the center of the creek and covered 
with heavy planks, so that the stream can 
be turned to either side of the wingdams 
they may desire when putting in the head- 
dam. By this improvement there will be 
no chance for flooding the works with 
water and debris, as experienced last 
winter, and the creek water can also be 
made very useful in place of the giants, 
thus allowing the elevator the full supply 
of the ditch, 
A terrific elide occurred at the Bine 
Point mine at Moore’s Flat last week, 
which completely covered up the works of 
the company and caused the stoppage of 
all work at the mine. From fifty to 
seventy-five men were thrown out of em­ 
ployment by the operation. The whole 
top ground, acres in extent, slid in. Hap­ 
pily the workmen saw the slide coming 
and prepared for it. 
They moved the 
tools, the monitors and the loose mining 
apparatus, including hose, pipes, etc. It 
will require from a month to six weeks’ 
steidy washing with 1,000 inches of water 
to place the mine in the condition it was 
before the slide occurred. Mr. Brigham, 
the manager of the mine, will set men to 
work in a day or so to construct a drift 
tunnel into the mine for the purpose of 
working it by the drifting process until 
hydraulicking can be resumed,—[North San

Tlie Star Itontc Fraud*—Making Tilings 
Hut in Dakota and Nebraska. 
Omaha, September 22J.—John B. Furay, 
Postoffice Inspector, has just returned from 
Deadwood and Sidney, having made several 
arrests in connection with the star mail route 
to the Black Hills. He endeavored to have 
Sol. Starr, the Deadwood Postmaster, in­ 
dicted by the Grand J ury for making false 
reports as to the arrival and departure of the 
mails, he having made a written confession 
that ho had done so. This action on his part 
resulted in great benefit to Gilmer, Salisbury 
& Co., the mail contractors, who were thus 
made to appear as if arriving and departing 
on schedule time. The Grand Jury failed to 
indict,notwithstanding the confessionof Starr. 
Fnray, whohasobtained a similar confession in 
writing from Fred. E. Clary, Postmaster at 
Si-lney, at the other end of the route, ar­ 
rested Corbin, Superintendent of the Black 
Hills stage line, and I Mings, his local assist­ 
ant at Sydney, on-a charge of conspiracy in 
inducing Postmaster Clary to make false re­ 
ports in favor of the stage company. Corbin 
and Iddings were examined before United 
States Commissioner Allen at Sydney, and 
notwithstanding the evidence of Clary and 
his confession, he discharged the prisoners, 
greatly to the surprise of Furay, United 
States Marshal Bierbour and United States 
Attorney Lambertson. Furay says he has 
got the “ deadwood” on the whole outfit, and 
will have them indicted by the United States 
Grand Jury in Omaha in November, and he 
intimates that numerous arrests are to be 
made, aud among the number will be ssveral 
prominent persons. Tne contractors are also 
to be sued for ail moneys fraudulently ob­ 
tained from the Government.

L. Buckley, Esq., District Attorney—Bear 
Sir: At the session of the Board of Supervisors 
held yesterday, the Board entered into a contract 
with Mr. George Cadwalader, employing him as 
8¡>ec¡al counsel to prosecute the hydraulic mining 
cases, agreeing in said contract to ply Mr. Cadwala- 
der the sura of twelve thousand dollars. Three 
thousand of this amount is, under the contract, now 
payable, and a warrant is demanded of me. C.n I 
legally draw my warrant for the same? Very re­ 
spectfully, 
W. E. GERBER, Auditor. 


tv. E. Gerber, County Auditor—Dear S ir: Con 
ccming your duty in the matter of drawing a war­ 
rant ill favor of Mr. Cadwalader for the sum of 
$3,000, in pur.uance of a contract entered into be­ 
tween him and the Board of Supervisors of this 
county. I respectfully submit the following as my 
opinion : 
. 
Section4218 of the Political Code provides : “ The 
Auditor must draw warran’s on the county treasury 
in favor of ail persons entitled thereto, in payment 
of all claims and demands chargeable against the 
county which have been i ‘jell;! examined, allowed, 
and ordered paid by the Board of Supervisors ; also, 
for all debts and demands agaii st the county when 
the amounts are fixed by law, ami which are not 
directed to be audited by some other person or 
tribunal.” 
It will be seen from this section that 
the Auditor is not compelled to draw warrants for 
all claims allowed and ordered paid by the Board of 
Supervisors, but the duty rests upon him to see that 
every claim has been legally examined, allowed and 
ordered paid by the Bo-rd before he draws his war­ 
rant upon the treasury therefor, and a ueglcct of 
this duty upon the part of the Auditor renders him 
liable in damages. 
h The claim urder consider ition is not a demand 
against the county the amount of which is “ fixed 
by law,” nor is it directed to be audited by “ some 
other (ejrson or tribunal” than the Auditor. The 
question therefore mises: Has this claim been 
legally examined, allowed and ordered paid by the 
Board of 
Supervisors 1 
That the Board had 
the right to enter 
into a contract for the 
employment of special legal counsel, with the end in 
view that county property might be saved from 
threatened injury, there can be no question; but, 
after an examination of thelaiv.ldoentcrta’nadoubl 
whether a deb* created in pursuance of that contract 
is a claim against the county, which can be paid at 
this time. Section 4070 of the Political Code pro­ 
vides : 
“ The Board must not for any purpose con­ 
tract dthts or habilites, except in pursuance 
of 
law, or under ordinances of 
their c-a-u, 
adopted in accordance with the power herein 
conferred; and whenever debts and liabil.ties 
have been created, which, added to the sala­ 
ries of county officers 
and 
other 
estimated 
liabilities fixed by law for the remainder of 
the year, equal in the aggregate the revenue 
of the county for current expense5, no further 
allowance of any account shall be made,” 
When this contract was i x cured, debts and lia 
hilities were existing, “ which, added to the salaries 
of county officer’s and other estimated liabilities 
fixed by Law for the remainder of the year,” not only 
equaled hut greatly “ exceeded in the aggregate the 
revenue of the county for current expenses,” and 
therefore the Board could allow no further account 
except for the galanes of county officers, or for an 
estimated liability fixed by law. I can construe 
Section 4070 in noothernnnncr than as being a i<osi- 
tive prohibition upon the powerof the Boatd to con- 
tractdebts when the revenue of rhceouu.tyis unable to 
meet current expenses. This county is deeply in 
debt, without one dollar of revenue wherewith to 
pay the sam e; and in view of this fact, the creation 
of ’a f urtiier debt of $3,000, to be paid at this time, 
ag pruuidee1 by this contract, was in violation of Sec­ 
tion 4070, and is, in my judgment, a claim not 
“ legally examined, allowed and ordered paid by the 
Board of Supervisors ” within the meaning of Sec 
tion 4215 of the Political Code. I therefore con­ 
clude that the demand for 83,000 is not 6uch a claim 
as «an ne le.odly paid at this time, and I recommend 
that yon refuse to draw a warrant in payment 
thereof.

STATE FAIR- 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
FOURTH 
DAT- 
TEE RAIN. 


Immense Crowds of People—Interrupted 
Programme — Pavilion Exhibits— 
To-day’s Doings. 


The rain of Wednesday night was a sur­ 
prise to the country. It was more than that 
in Sacramento—it was a damper npon the 
pleasure of the people attending the State 
Fair. While the exposed art gallery at the 
Pavilion escaped damage by the downpour, 
the race tract suffered p,o severely that the 
stock parade had to be postponed, and that 
to the serious disappointment of thousands 
who had assembled at the Park to witness it. 
To have marched the cattle and horses about 
the track in.its wet condition would have so 
cut it up as to render it useless the rest of the 
week, and would have exposed the stock to 
risk of injury besides. 
A postponement 
was unavoidable. 
The same 
was true 
as 
to 
the 
races. 
Many were 
ready 
to 
believe 
that 
the 
abandonment 
of 
the stock review was mainly to save the track 
for racing, but that this was not strictly cor­ 
rect in conclusion is found in the fact that 
the races were postponed too ; and in the fact 
that had it been advisable to parade the Btock 
at all, it could have been done on the training 
track. The truth is. it was wise to postpone 
both programmes, as neither could have been 
carried out successfully in the mud. But the 
rain had no effect upon the attendance at 
either Park or Pavilion. On the contrary, 
the largest assemblage of people was seen at 
both places that has honored the fair this 
season. 
At the Park the crowd was exceed­ 
ingly large, and at the Pavilion last night it 
was a perfect jam. 
The programme for 
to-day is a fine 
one, beginning 
at the 
Park at 9:30 a. it. with the last grand 
stock parade. 
A t 10 a. si. the grand draft* 
horse walking match ; 11 A. M., ladies’ tourna­ 
ment, for which the Society offers two cash 
premiums for the most expert riders.

the most graceful riders there are prizes 
offered by the City lliilroad Company, the 
Singer Sewing Machine Company, Acker­ 
man k Co., E. Lyon & Co., H . C. Kirk & 
Co., Misses Erothers, Gus Lavenson, Me­ 
chanics’ Store and W. K. Yanderslice. A t 
12 noon one postponed trotting race will be 
called on. I». addition there are three rum ing 
races—No. 17, handicap free for all, or.o and

up. The sport will bo rare, and it is fair to 
assume that the attendance will be exceed­ 
ingly large. As the exercises begin so early 
at the Park, and are so continuous, it may be 
that there is more wisdom than wit in the 
suggestion a lady made to the reporters yes­ 
terday, "People had better

AT THE PARK. 


The second grand parade of stock was to 
have taken place yesterday morning at 10 
o’clock, but in consequence of the condition 
of the track, after the rain of the night pre­ 
vious, it was thought best to postpone the 
parade till this morning at the eame hour. 
There was a large audience present to wit­ 
ness the parade, but they very good-natured­ 
ly turned tlieir attention to the splendid 
horses that were brought out and stationed 
inside the inclosure made by the inside track, 
for examination by the committees. The fol­ 
lowing classes of horses were examined and 
premiums awarded:

Nash Brothers’ Pulverizing Harrow—This 
is an ingenious invention for cutting and pul­ 
verizing soil and covering gram, And all pur­ 
poses for which a common harrow is used. 
I t would not be taken for a harrow at all, but 
put a pair cf horses to it and start it over 
the ground and a practical man would soon 
see waat it is made for and does its work to 
his satisfaction. The machine on exhibition 
is the first and only machine on the coast, 
but is becoming very popular in the East. It 
is exhibited by L. D. Burgess, of Rio Vista, 
of Solano county, who is sole agent for the 
coast. 
Mr. Burgess also exhibits Gardner’s 
elevator acd carrier or hay pitcher. It is so 
arranged that when the hay or grain is eleva­ 
ted to the proper hight, a car on an elevated 
railroad, cr iron rod, moves the load h-ri- 
z mtally on to a stack or into a hay mow and 
drops it. 
It is worked by a horse the same 
as the ordinary horse hay-forks. We judge 
it to be a good improvement over the hay­ 
fork. These machines can be seen at the south 
side of the north machinery building. 
Benicia Agricultural Works—These works, 
as their name indicates, are located at Beni­ 
cia, Solano county. Being on the Straits of 
Carquinez they are at |once accessible by rail 
or water with every part of the State and 
coast. These works were formerly located at 
San L ’audro, and were kuown as the Sweep­ 
stake Plow Co., bn! the business of the com­ 
pany literally outgrew the locality and facil­ 
ities aff írded, hence the removal to a place 
where they can not only extend their works 
to meet the growing business, but to secure 
the best commercial facilities afforded on the 
coast. 
The communication with Benicia is 
direct, both by rail and water, with every lo­ 
cality in California both in the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys and up and down 
the Coast;! both extremes of the State, Ore­ 
gon and Washington Territory on the north 
and Mexico and South America on the south 
are also brought to the doors of the Benicia 
Works by the facilities of water navigation. 
The advantages of the location will accrue to 
dealers and consnmers who are and may 
tec »me customers rf the company.

This consideration has been 
one of the foremost that induced the removal 
of the works from San Leandro to Benicia, 
and it is proposed to give the dealers in and 
csnsumers of the articles manufactured at 
the works the benefit of the advantages gain­ 
ed in this respect by the removal. These 
works are already the largest and most 
complete agricultural manufacturing works 
west of the Mississippi river. Their build­ 
ings aggregate 1.600 feet in length, and cover 
a floor space cf nearly two and a half acres, 
and the company own adjoining land, so that 
extensions may be made to any extent de­ 
sired, and the haildirgs are planned with a 
view to such extension. 
The wharf con­ 
nected with the works commands a water 
front of 600 feet, and covers an area of 40,000 
square feet, and is connected with the works 
by a railroad, so that goods leaving the ware­ 
house by water can go to every locality in the 
State or coast having water navigation fa­ 
cilities without changing means of convey­ 
ance.

The Races. 
The heavy rain of the preceding night put 
the track in no desirable condition for yester­ 
day’s raies. By noon, however, the course 
had dried out very well, tu t on the back- 
stretch upper turns and homestretch there 
were patches of mud that seriously injured 
t ie track. The best parts of the course were 
the lower turns and from there to the quarter 
pole. 
The track was heavy, but a far better 
course even than many Eaetern tracks, when 
after autumn showers some of the best races 
have been sent off and good time male. To 
Californians, accustomed to such au even 
stare of the weather at this season, a con­ 
dition upon which they have come to rely so 
fully that any variation is a surprise, the 
climatic conditions of yesterday were more 
than surprising, and the people could scarcely 
conceal their vexation. The forenoon was 
lowering and the sky 
threatening at 1 
o’clock; heavy rain clouds were overhead, 
and the outlook was for a broken programme. 
The largest attendance of the week was on 
the ground. The grand stand was full and 
the special nearly so. 
The saddling paddock 
was lined with vehicles, while the stretch 
lobby was literally packed with human 
beings.

greit. In the pocfls Rustic was the favorite 
at §50, with Hancock second at §35; the field 
selling at §22 50. 
Pinole Patchen had the 
pole, Rustic second, Claremont third, Bessie 
last. As promptly as was possible after the 
arrangements for the race were completed,

Larue got 
the horses before the 
judges’ stand. W ith one false start a send 
off was had. A t first Patchen kept the pole, 
but at the quarter Rustic took the lead for 
half the way to the half-mile post, with Bes­ 
sie third.

On the way to the half mile post Rus­ 
tic took the second place and kept it there­ 
after.

Rustic second, Bessie third and Patchen last, 
but winning second money. 
Should there be no heavy rains before 12 
noon to-day, the track, after being worked, 
will be very fine and the sport to-day excep­ 
tionally attractive, as at the close of the race 
the signs were favorable for a drying up 
s peril.

th e university at th e fa ir . 
The exhibit at the Pavilion from the ex­ 
perimental grounds of the State University 


ontains things well worthy of the thought­ 
ful attention of our best farmers, of various 
classes. Between 100 and 200 varieties of 
the small cereals—wheat, barley and rye— 
are shown, in the majority of cases as grown 
the first year after importation from Europe. 
Many are perfect of their kind, while others 
show that several years will be needed to 
acclimatize them thoroughly. 
They were 
brought together for purposes of class illus­ 
tration, and with the intention of diatribut- 
; seed to farmers wishing to experiment. 
Che wheats show how wonderfully a plant 
may vary when once its natural hahit ^hss 
been broken up and it ii subjected to various 
climates and modes of culture. There are 
the various kinds known to the Germans^ as 
Speltz and Emmer, red, black and white, 
which need to have their chaff loosened by a 
sort of rcush grinding. Though expensive 
to clean on'this account, they are valued in 
elevated and cold districts for their liardineRS, 
and their fl ur has the highest reputation for 
pastry. 
Many of the moat noted wheats of 
Europe, the British Isles, Asia and Africa 
are to be fouud iu this collection, and some 
of them should find a congenial home iu this 


Barley is there in white, black, blue and 
purple, and with two, four and six rows, 
bearded and bald. The smooth kinds, which 
lose their chaff in thrashing, are very interest­ 
ing and handsome. 
_ _ 
Thirteen kinds of rye should interest visit­ 
ors from the San Joaquin, where that grain 
is coming so largely into cultivation, and the 
foothill farmers who are sowing it for winter 
pasture and hog feed. 
Among them is the 
celebrated St. John’s Day rye, and several 
which in Europe have the name of being per- 
enuial. 
Exhibits of this kind may well cau?e us to 
question whether we are in all cases using 
the kinds of grain best suited to our varied 
soils and climate. Farmeis should not be 
slow in rending in their names to the Univer­ 
sity at Berkeley, as they are invited to do, 
so that they can be supplied with seed of 
such grains as they wish, when it can be 
spired, costing them nothing but postage on 
pound packages, or expressage on larger ones.

The butter cooler exhibited by L. N. 
Bugbey, of this city, continues to attract uni­ 
versal attention, and all who examine its 
workings are pleased with it. Tho cooler is 
especially adapted to a city like Sacramento, 
where the cellars are liable to he damp. But­ 
ter i« an article that is more easily tainted 
than almost anything else, and consequently 
it is very difficult to keep it good in our cell­ 
ars or in refrigerators where other articles of 
food are placed in the same compartment. In 
this cooler it can be kept eold and sweet for 
months without ice. 
C. D. Harvey, the manufacturer of H ar­ 
vey’s hot water radiators and heating ap­ 
paratus, 213 Mission street, San Francisco, 
has his system iu operation in ihs lower hall 
of the Pavilion. This system wa3 introduced 
on this coast three years ago by Mr. Harvey, 
and his Bteadily grown into public _ favor 
since that time, in spite of all opposition by 
other systems. 
The moist, healthful atmos­ 
phere ; the mild, uniform temperature; the 
wonderful economy of fuel, together with its 
durability, cleanliness and freedom from nox- 
i jus gases produced by the stove and hot-air 
furnace, have secured for it a reputation su­ 
perior to any other system in uso. The sim­ 
ple fact ot its having been introduced into ten 
public buildings and over forty private resi­ 
dences the past year, with satisfactory results, 
is evidence of its merit and growing popu­ 
larity. It secures a mild, uniform tempera­ 
ture without tjie cold draughts and extrava­ 
gant waste of fuel of the open grate, and a 
moat healthful atmosphere without the dry. 
parching air and noxious gases of the hot-air 
furnace or stove. 
It gives a noiseless diffu­ 
sion of heat without the thumping, hissing 
and cracking of the steam Bystem, and se­ 
cures comfort, cleanliness and economy. 
This system his been adopted by the Trustees 
of the State Normal School, the Institute for 
the Deaf and Dumb, the new library building 
at the Berkeley University, the School 
Boards at San Francisco, Oakland, Portland 
(Oregon), Boise City. Mr. Harvey has just 
opened a shop in San Francisco, and put in 
new machinery, on account of the growing 
demand for his apparatus. While he does 
not claim to do cheap work, he does claim to 
do the be3t work, use the best material, and 
guarantees everything for from two to five 
'years. 
Ltss attention and less fuel is re­ 
quired to warm a house of six room3 with this 
system than would be required for one open 
grate. And the saving of chimneys and man­ 
tels in tho building of a new houss nearly 
pays the expense of this system. Mr. Har­ 
vey invites all visitors at the Pavilion to call 
at the stand and get a list of the parties using 
this system and circulars explaining. 
Mem­ 
bers of school boards should not fail to call 
and examine the system, for it is beyond a 
doubt the best system of ventilation for 
school buildings.

Gilbert, of Brighton, makes a fine display, 
ah. zing some of the beat specimens of earn, 
pumpkins and squashes. 
Mrs. E. G. Bascom exhibits 03 jars of 
pickles, preserves and jellies. 
C. W. Colt, of S inta Cruz county, makes 
a display of pickles. 
J. Bidwell has a fine exhibit, consisting of 
25 varieties of wheat, 0 cf barley, 1 of rye, 
25 of apples, 12 of pears, 3 of walnuts, 1 of 
pecan-nuts, 9 of almonds and 10 of dried 
fruits. 
P. H. Murphy shows 30 varieties of grapes, 
12 of pears, 3 of figs, 2 of quinces, 1 of 
almonas, 1 of pomegranites and 1 of black 
walnuts. 
William II. Jessup shows 25 varieties cf 
apples, (i of pears, 1 of quinces, 12 of plums 
and 2 of almonds.

Lccke k Lsvenson’s display of carpels at­ 
tracts a great deal of attention and favorable 
comment. The moquet and body Brussels 
carpets arc rich and tine, as well as the dif­ 
ferent varieties of rugs. 
George T. Bush’s exhibit of gas fixtures, 
lampe and clocks, in the main hall, and his 
display of plumbing goods, on the lower floor, 
are centers of attraction ail the time. 
It 
would be difficult to set up a finer display in 
this line than Mr. Bush has in the main hall. 
L. K. Hammer has an exhibit by which ke 
can call together a crowd at any time. A 
simple touch of one of his ChickeriDg pianos 
causes a rush iu that direction. 
There 
is no instrument on exhibition at the 
Pavilion that compares at all with his Chick- 
ering Grand. Mr. Hammer is ju»t now pay­ 
ing especial attention to the new metallic action 
upright pianos made by Chickering & Sons. 
The worst enemy the manufacturer of up­ 
right pianos has to contend with is dampness.

On 
the eame staid they show the “ Common Sense 
Stew Pen,” an article indispensable in the 
kitchen, and on a raised tier of shelves at the 
other end they show a full line of garden and 
mantel vases, flower pots, hacging-baakets 
and a variety of other articles for decorating 
the parlor. 
The Mechanics’ Store display continúes to 
bs one of the principal centres of attraction, 
and the elegant evening dress of silk and vel­ 
vet, designed and made at that establishment, 
is the delight of the ladies. 
I t is a beautiful 
garment and deserves the praise bestowed 
upon it. 
The cloak which lies beside it is 
another prominent feature of the display, as 
well es the newly-imported Parisian bonnet.

He will make his influ­ 
ence felt there in social, art and political cir­ 
cles.” 
One of the most handsome and striking 
displays in the Pavilion is that of E. J, 
Baldwin, showing the prcdncts of his Santa 
Anita ranch, in Los Angeles county. 
It 
consists of two pyramids of bottled wine and 
brandy, between which extends a beautiful 
and costly sign bearing the name of the pro­ 
ducer and the location, with the words, 
“ Seldom Equalled; never Excelled.” Under 
the arch is another pyramid formed of barrels 
handsomely marked and bearing the date of 
the vintage. The display is in charge of M. 
S. Buckelew, who deserves credit for the 
taste displayed in its design nnd arrangement. 
The wines and brandies in this exhibit are all 
the product of the Santa Anita ranch, 
which 
is 
situated 
about twelve miles 
from the beautiful city of Los Angeles, 
and which has been the property of Mr. 
Baldwin since 1875. 
It contains 16,000 a (¿res 
and lies iu the orange belt skirting the base 
of the San Gabriel mountains. Mr. Baldwin 
has expended a large sum in perfecting his 
facilities for the manufacture of grape bran­ 
dies aad wines, aud has one of the most com­ 
plete establishments of the kind in the State. 
There are at present on the ranch 6,000 bear­ 
ing orange trees, 4,000 lemon, 2,000 almond, 
2,000 mulberry and 20,000 eucalyptus trees, 
growing from a tiny shrub to a giant fifteen 
feet in circumference. 
There are 90 acres in 
walnuts and other choice varieties, and 400 
acres in vineyard, bananas, palms, olives, 
pepper, magnolias, chestnuts and a great va­ 
riety of evergreens are growing with tropical 
luxuriance. 
It is on such a place as this that 
the wines of the Santa Anita are made. 
Those exhibited at the Pavilion are of various 
vintages and are all very fine, especially the 
port and the brandy. All visitors shonld call 
and sample them. 
H. M. Bernard, the well-known carriage 
manufacturer, has his exhibit in his ware- 
rooms, on Sixth street, between L and M, 
and almost every person who visits the Pavil­ 
ion stops there to examine them. A beauti­ 
ful swell bottom cutter, made for a party in 
Pioche, Nevada, attracts particular atten­ 
tion. I t is a fine piece of work, and is only 
one of many* that Mr. Bernard has made for 
the 9aine 
market, where sleigh-riding is 
added to the other pleasures of life. He also 
has a number of finely finished elliptic spring 
buggies, with steel yaxles and morocco trim­ 
mings ; several handsome side-bar buggies; a 
a 
side-bar 
buckboard 
of neiv design ; 
two 
top 
mountain 
bnggies; 
a 
very 
pretty top buggy of the Brewster pat­ 
tern ; a fice doctor’s phaeton of the Brewster 
pattern ; a handsome lady’s phaeton, and a 
four-seated Rockaway carriage of his own de­ 
sign, with top, and a beauty in finish. He 
also exhibits unfinished work. 
Mr. Bernard 
has no superior on the coast in his line of 
business, which is due to the fact that he 
gives it his personal attention, aud gets out 
all his work a year before finishing it, which 
Jlows it to season thoroughly before it is 
sold. 
His carriages are eagerly sought after 
’on account of their durability, lightness iu 
running and general beauty of finish and de­ 
sign. Mr. Bernard Jhas taken the first pre­ 
miums at the State fairs in this State and 
Nevada many years in succession, and this 
year he declined to exhibit in order to give 
sorne one else a chance. 
He ha3 all he can 
do now to keep up with the demand for caí- 
riages, and runs a large force of men all the 
year round.

FOOD AHD 
HEALTH NOTES. 


There ii thought to lie dinger in niing 
fruit can* with zinc tope, in conaequenae of 
the formation of poisanou* gaits by the 
action of acids in the fruit upon the zinc. 
A machine has been invented by a Ger­ 
man doctor for executing criminals by 
electricity. 
The criminal site in a chair, 
and is quietly, painlessly, instantly and 
genteelly ushered into another state of 
existence. 
Among the various things which are now 
undergoing the process of analyzation, the 
watermelon is taking its turn.' It íb gen­ 
erally conceded that, beyond causing a 
slight feeling of fullness when eaten in ex­ 
cess, it is s perfectly harmless fruit. 
On the farm of Isacca Kaufman, Davids- 
▼ille, Pa., there is an apple tree eeventy- 
Ihree years old, which is still bearing fruit 
plentifully. 
The Methuselah among trees 
is seven feet six inches in circumference, 
and its branches cover an area of sixty- 
three feet in circumference. 
At a recent meeting of the Temperance 
League, in Belfast, Sir John Preston called 
attention to the fact that workingmen fly 
to the poblic house in consequence of the 
badly-oooked animal food they get at 
home. 
A vegetarian says : “ We wish to 
go a Step farther—abolish the beef, and 
the beer will abolish itself.” There are 
two sides to every question. 
It is announced that a novel experiment 
is to be tried at Berwick, Pa. 
The car- 
wheel manufacturers, Messrs. Jackson & 
Woodin, have so many orders for the com­ 
ing year that they will need the entire pro­ 
ducing power of their works and of their 
men. 
To insure the latter the firm has 
d certain stipulated sums to the licensed 
itels in the town, which latter agree not 
to sell any liquor for the term of one year. 
The sheep industry is progressing finely. 
In southern Missouri, one hundred and 
fifty miles from St. Louis, an incorporated 
company has been formed for sheep breed­ 
ing. 
They intend to locate thirty thou­ 
sand aorea of land on the side of the Ozark 
mountains, starting with fonr thousand 
sheep. 
They will fence in the sheep, as 
being cheaper than to employ herdsmen. 
They will provide grazing for the sheep, 
and shelter them well in winter. 
It is a oniveral remark that the Amer- 
ioan people are, in the matter of food, 
“ giving the preference to a better class of 
goods than formerly.” It is an old adage 
that “ the best is the cheapest,” and sorely 
that adage should apply with more force to 
the food we eat than to the clothes we 
wear, or to anything else. 
If the people 
will buy only the best, the tradesmen also, 
whether for food or clothing, will keep 
only the best.—[Food and Health. 
The Baroness Bordett-Coutts and others 
have been encouraging the keeping of goats 
in England. Goat’s milk makes bad batter, 
but excellent cheese ; but, as food, the 
quality of the flesh is an insuperable ob­ 
jection to its obtaining a place as regular 
dairy stock, and the goat is such a climber, 
and is so destructive to trees, that its pres­ 
ence in a neighborhood is considered a 
nuisance. 
There is no necessity to en­ 
courage goat-keeping in the outskirts of a 
city, at any rate. 
The farmers of Holland are known to be 
very successful. 
The reason is that they 
do a great deal of their own work. 
On a 
farm cf two hundred acres all the work is 
done by the owner, bis wife and daughter, 
fonr sons and four hired laborers. 
It is 
said that the old man is worth $125,000. 
This is somewhat the case on the farms in 
Texas, and the Southwest generally. 
So 
far from considering children an incam- 
branee, they look forward to the time when 
they will help with the home work. 
One 
old darkey, who is a prosperous fanner, re­ 
joices in the faot that he has a fine “ gang” 
of “ hands.” 
At a meeting in Venice, the subject of 
intemperance was discussed, and the fol­ 
lowing resolutions were passed : First, That 
the science of health ought to be tanght in 
all public schools. 
Second, That trade 
unions ought to expel members convicted 
of intemperance. 
Third, That the sale of 
intoxicating drinks should be placed under 
control, and fines imposed npon those who 
sell liquors to persons already intoxicated. 
Tho observation íb made that, while these 
resolutions are good, the craving for drink 
can best be overcome by suitable diet. 
To 
this last Idea let all respond "Amen.” 


WOMEN 
IN INDIA, 


We too often regard Eastern women as 
mentally and morally inferior. This is a 
gre»t error. 
Age* of repression have sul­ 
lied the flue gold, and the women of the 
lower classes have sank into a degraded 
state, but the spirit that in all ages has 
made woman a “ power ” is still there. 
This cannot be qnenched. 
There have 
been glorious instances of womanhood in 
India. 
They reveal to us her power, and 
unfold to us plainly that this power will 
be at no distant date either a most nseful 
ally or a determined foe to the spread of 
Christianity and its attendant blessings. 
Time would fail me if I attempted to enu­ 
merate the deeds of India’s great women. 
There was “ Rezia Begum.” 
Ferishta 
says, “ She was endowed with every 
princely virtue.” During her father’s life­ 
time she was twice made regent, and her 
father said, “ The burden of power is too 
heavy for my sons, even though I had 
twenty, but not too heavy for Rezia ; del­ 
icate though her body may be, she has in 
in her more spirit than all her brothers put 
together.” History also records the vir­ 
tues of Ahalya Bhye, the good Qneen of 
India. Bishop Heber has written of the 
cleverness and administrative powers of 
the “ Begum Samroo.” We all remember 
the deeds of bravery of the heroic Queen 
Jhansi, who died sword in hand. 
The 
present “ Begum of Bhopal ” is a C. S. I-, 
and is one of the most enlightened of the 
Indian feudatories. 
The Princess of Tan- 
jore is an educatoi and refined lady ; the 
mother of the Rajah of Mysore was a lady 
of great judgment, and her death a few 
year* ago was regretted in a minute of 
state. 
There is a beautiful and touching 
story exemplifying the devotion of a Raj­ 
poot wife. 
Her husband had fallen at the 
famous siege of Chittoor, in 1300. 
“ Tell 
me," the cried to her son, who had returned 
from the war, “ how did my love behave ?” 
“ Oh, mother,” replied thejooy, “ how far­ 
ther describe his deeds, when he left no 
foe* to dread or admire him 1 ” 
“ My lord 
will chide my delay,” cried the true wife, 
and, smiling farewell to her boy, she 
leaped into the devouring flames of the 
funeral pile. 
Not only in the more recent 
history of India do we see her influence, 
but in the “ great Epics” she bears a dis­ 
tinguished p art 
Look at Draupadi, the 
wife of the Pandu prince. 
Her fortitude 
and constancy bring tears to the eyes all 
over India. All this reveals to us how 
worthy woman is there of elevation ; and 
that if we want progress she must be 
raised.—[J. O. W, Gostic. 


T h e O rig in*.— There is a story, says the 
New York Sun, that the popular hymn, 
“ The Sweet By and By," was the work 
of two men while drunk. Joseph P. Web­ 
ster, who composed the music, died several 
years ago. 
Dr. S. F. Bennett, author of 
the verses, lives at Richmond, HL 
He 
says that the charge of intoxication is un­ 
true, though Webster was a_ free drinker. 
The two wrote a hymn book in IS74, and 
“ The Sweet By and By ” was one of the 
pieces jointly produced for it. The sug­ 
gestion came from a chance remark by 
Webster, who was habitually despondent, 
that all would be well “ by and by.” Ben­ 
nett at once made the rhymes, and Web­ 
ster brought the music out of a fiddle, 
which was his customary aid in composi­ 
tion. The hymn book had its day, and it 
forgotten ; but this one tnne is put into 
every new publication of the kind, and 
baa a sale of about 10,000 copies a year 
in sheet form.

STATE NEWS. 


The Santa Clara and San Mateo County 
Agricultural Fair opens in San Jose Octo­ 
ber 3d, and continues until October Stb, 
both days ioclusive. 
Wild duck have commenced coming in at 
the mouths of the creeks and lagoons 
earlier than usual, and the weatherwise 
are prophecying early fall rains,—iSan 
Mateo Gazette. 
Timber experts say that there remains 
in the Truckee basin five billion feet of 
timber and ten million oorda of wood, in 
localities available to market, with pres­ 
ent facilities for transportation and flum- 
ing.

AUTOGRAPHIC) TELEGRAPHY. 


Cassell and Mayer are associated with 
autographic systems of telegraphy that de­ 
serve consideration, because out of these 
systems there has come an American in­ 
vention that promises much for cheap 
rates. T wo pendulums, one at each end of 
a line, are set in motion by elock-work, 
and the swing or beat of one is made to 
electrically correct the motion of the 
other, so that they move together. 
At 
the transmitting end of the line is a 
platen connected with the wire, and on 
this is laid a sheet of foil on which the 
message has been written on a certain kind 
of ink. 
A needle or style is made 
to pass from side to side over the 
foil, moving down a fraction of 
an 
inch 
between 
each 
stroke 
(on 
the 
principle of the machine tool planer). 
While it passes over the foil the circuit íb 
closed. 
When it passeB the ink marks it 
is insulated, and the circuit is broken. At 
the receiving end is a sheet of paper con­ 
nected with the earth, and moistened with 
certain chemicals. 
There is also a style 
connected with the line, and having the 
same planer-like motion. The movement 
of the two styles is controlled by the pen­ 
dulums, and they move together. 
Now 
while the circuit is whole, the style leaves 
a stain or trace on the paper. 
When the 
current is broken no mark is made, and the 
Íiaper is left white. 
In this manner the 
etter written on the foil is produced in 
white on a blue ground at the receiving 
end. This system seemed to promise a 
great deal, and was used or a commercial 
scale, bat its effect on telegraph rates has 
not been noticeable.
